T h « P rc b a lilr ItcKiiIt c f th e N aval I ta ttlr a 
o f th e F uture . 
In the o ld naval battle« a few ships 
on bo th side« were destro yed, but a 
few o f tho se o f the vanquished wero 
captured by the victo r and co uld 
•ho rtly afto rv ard be used by him. 
If t>*o fleets, each o f 20 sail, had n 
flghl and lo st 8 ships burned o r 
sunk, w hile the victo r captured 
8, th© result was that fo r a fu­ 
ture battle the victo r had 20 ships 
and the vanquished o nly 14. 
The 
o dds had l*eco me such as to leave 
the lo ser no reaso nable chance in a 
seco nd actio n. In a mo dern seft fight 
perhaps there will be no ships taken, 
but there will l*e a ll the mo re de­ 
stro yed, and. as destructio n o r cajv 
ture begins to be o ne sided as so o n 
as the scale o f victo ry has turned, 
the beaten fleet will no t be spared. 
The difference between attack and 
defense, due o n land to the fact that 
o ne side may lie do wn nnd wait fo r 
tho o ther to co me up, do es no t ex ist 
at sea, where neither side walks. 
The sea is no help, as the land is, to 
the weaker j» arty. 
Thu* a battle at 
sea is in itself mo re destructive and 
mo re decisive than o ne o n land. 
Mo reo ver, the destructio n canno t 
•c so o n bemad© go o d. If 10,(KM)men 
are lo st in a Imttle, their places may 
be taken in three mo nths by 10,000 
fresh men, who wen* recruits o n the 
day o f the battle. But fo r an iro nclad 
lo st no substitute can t>e fo und dur­ 
ing the war. The effects o f a naval 
battle are increased by the swiftness 
o f mo vement at sea. An army go es 
in an enemy*« territo ry iilx mt 15 
mil*4« a day; a fleet mo ve« any where 
o ver the sea at 20 times that rate. 
This swiftness and the decisive na­ 
ture o f the battle at sea make it far 
« no r© imperative in naval than in 
land war to have everything ready 
in advance, nnd, abo ve all, to have 
th© first mo ves tho ught o ut. Mo ltke’s 
“ plans o f campaign” are merely 
his effo rts to think o ut cleurly the 
first mo ve« , so as to be able to put 
do wn his fo rces in the right gro ujw 
and to start them in the mo st tell 
ing directio ns 
These studies were 
as tho ro ugh as co uld be and were 
revised every year. 
When they 
were co mplete, they served as the 
basis fo r w’o rking o ut all the neces 
sary details, especially o f railway 
transpo rt. 
If they had no t been 
co mpleted befo rehand, but delayed 
until war was at hand, Prussia co uld 
no t have had the advantages at the 
o pening o f the campaign which she 
had in 1866 and in 1870. 
If a mo dern navy sho uld be caught 
by th© o utbreak o f war witho ut its 
first mo ves planned and every detail 
o f prejiaratio n, gro uping o f fo rces, 
and starting to seek tho enemy per 
fectly arranged, it w'o uld in the first 
battle be at a disadvantage that can 
no t be o verestimated. 
Its parts 
wo uld be liable to enco unter sepa­ 
rately the who le o f the enem y’s 
fo rce. 
The lo ss o f the first battle 
between co nsiderablp fo rces will 
have a terrible effect upo n the na­ 
tio n which is defeated, and a heavy 
lo ss in a first defeat may carry with 
it an unfavo rable decisio n o f the 
who le co nflict.—Lo ndo n Saturday 
Review.

means ? The bo iler has resting upo n 
It the equivalent o f a co lumn o f 
granite 10 feet square and 2H.5 feet 
high, o r, to put It ano ther way, 
the bo ileT is ho lding up th© equiva­ 
lent weight o f 22,620 perso ns, each 
weighing 180 po unds. 
The best au­ 
tho rities agree that the o rdinary 
draft ho rse, wo rking eight ho urs a 
day, ex erts an average fo rce during 
that time o f 120 po unds. 
No w, thii

' t o disrupt the bo iler 
lo ngitu* .1 ,-.ily is 226,200 po unds, so 
tha t to pro duce an equivalent stress 
it w’o uld be necessary to hitch up to 
each end o f the bo iler a team o f 1,885 
ho rses.

In the old naval battles a few ships 
on both aides were destroyed, hot a 
few of those of the vanquished were 
captured by the victor and could 
shortly afterv azd be used by him. 
If two Heeia, each of 20 sail, had a 
fight and lost 8 ships burned or 
sank, while the victor captured 
8, the result was that for a fu­ 
ture battle the victor had 20 ships 
and the vanquished only 14. The 
odds had become such as to leave 
the loser no reasonable chance in a 
second action. In a modern sefi fight 
perhaps there will be no ships taken, 
but there will be all the more de­ 
stroyed, and, as destruction or cap­ 
ture begins to he one sided as soon 
as the scale of victory has turned, 
the beaten fleet will not be spared. 
The difference between attack and 
defense, due on land to the fact that 
one side may lie down and wait for 
the other to come up, does not exist 
at sea, where neither side walks. 
The sea is PO help, as the land is, to 
the weaker party. Thug a battle at 
sea is in itself more destructive and 
more decisive than one on land. 
Moreover, the destruction cannot 
sc soon be made good. If 10,000 men 
pre lost in a battle, their places may 
be taken in three months by 10,000 
fresh men, who were recruits on the 
day of the battle. But for an ironclad 
lost no substitute can be found dur­ 
ing the war. The effects of a naval 
battle are increased by the swiftness 
of movement at sea. An army goes 
In an enemy’s territory about IO 
miles a day; a fleet moves anywhere 
over the sea at 20 times that rata 
This swiftness and the decisive na­ 
ture of the battle at sea make it far 
more imperative in naval than in­ 
land war to have everything ready 
in advance, and, above all, to have 
the first moves thought out.

did the demand. There are still 
some uses for which whalebone la 
considered most desirable, and with 
constant demand and decreasing 
supply the price of whalebone 
steadily advanced as it has contin­ 
ued to do. Whalebone soon became 
too costly to permit of its further 
use for umbrella spreaders, and sub­ 
stitutes for it were sought for this 
use, as there were for other uses jn 
which whalebone had been employ­ 
ed. Steel was the substitute gener­ 
ally used in umbrella stretchers, at 
firsts slender, round, tempered steel 
rod. With these slender bows the 
umbrella could he more snugly roll­ 
ed, and the old baggy umbrella be­ 
gan to disappear and the modern 
tight roller to take its place. 
Then came the umbrella bows of 
light steel rolled in Y shape, and 
then, in the quest for a still tighter 
rolled umbrella, handles were made 
pf metal. The first tubing handles 
were made of brass, fitee} would 
have been cheaper, hot there had 
been discovered no satisfactory 
method of brazing steel tubes such 
no are used In umbrella handles. 
There is such a method now, how­ 
ever, and umbrella handles of steel 
tubing are now made in great num­ 
bers. 
And nowadays many spreaders are 
made of steel, rolled channel shaped. 
In cross section this spreader is 
shaped something like a capital let­

From th e Old Tim e W halebone Spreader 
to the How Channel 8teel. 
Forty years or so ago umbrellas 
were made with stretchers or bows 
of whalebone. 
These bows were 
rather bulky in themselves, and 
they were apt to get a little perma­ 
nent bend from long use, so that 
they bulged wrhen the umbrella w^as 
rolled up, making the big, baggy 
umbrella fam iliar to middle aged 
anti older people and occasionally 
still seen, though on the stage often­ 
er than in real life. 
W ith tho introduction of petro­ 
leum oil into general use as an il­ 
lum inating oil and the consequent 
very general abandonment of the 
use of whale oil came the decline of 
the whaling industry. 
Fewer and 
fewer vessels went after whales, be­ 
cause there was less and less demand 
for the oil. Of course the supply of 
whalebone decreased with the pup* 
ply of oil, but the price did not, nor 
did the demand. 
There are still 
some uses for which whalebone is 
considered most desirable, and with 
constant demand and decreasing 
supply the 
price 
of 
whalebone 
steadily advanced as it has contin­ 
ued to do. Whalebone soon became 
too costly to permit of its further 
use for umbrella spreaders, and sub­ 
stitutes for it were sought for this 
use, as there were for other uses in 
which whalebone had been em ploy­ 
ed. 
Steel was the substitute gener­ 
ally used in umbrella stretchers, at 
first a Blender, round, tempered steel 
rod. 
With these Blender bows the 
umbrella could be more snugly roll­ 
ed, and the old baggy umbrella be­ 
gan to disappear and the modern 
tight roller to take its place. 
Then came the umbrella bows of 
light steel rolled in V shape, and 
then, in the quest for a still tighter 
rolled umbrella, handles were made 
pf pietal. 
The first tubing handles 
were made of brass, 
BteeJ would 
have been cheaper, but there had 
been 
discovered 
no 
satisfactory 
method of brazing steel tubes such 
as are used In umbrella handles. 
Th?re is such A method now, how ­ 
ever, and umbrella handles of steel 
tubing are now made in great num­ 
bers. 
And nowadays many spreaders are 
made of steel, rolled channel shaped. 
In cross section this spreader is 
shaped som ething like a capital let­ 
ter E without a tongue, and the ribs 
of the umbrella—the steel rods that

MODERN WARSHIPS. 


The Prsbnblr n«‘*ult of th e Naval Rattle* 
of the Future. 
In the old naval battles a few ships 
on both sides were destroyed, but a 
few of those of the vanquished were 
captured by the victor and could 
•hortly afterward be used by him. 
If t*vo fleets, each of 20 sail, had a 
fight and lost 3 ships burned or 
sunk, 
while the victor captured 
8, the result was that for a fu­ 
ture battle the victor had 20 ships 
and the vanquished only IL 
Tho 
odds had liecome such as to leave 
the loser no reasonable chance in a 
second action. In a modern soft fight 
perhaps there will bo no shills taken, 
but there will l>e all the more de­ 
stroyed, and, as destruction or cap­ 
ture begins to be one sided as soon 
as the scale of victory has turned, 
the beaten fleet will not be spared. 
The difference between attack and 
defense, due on land to the fact that 
one side may lie down and wait for 
tho other to come up, does not exist 
at sea, where neither side walks. 
The sea is PO help, as the land is, to 
tho weaker party. 
Thun ft battle at 
sea is in itself more destructive and 
more decisive than one on land. 
Moreover, the destruction cannot 
sc *0011 be made good. If 10,000 men 
are lost in a battle, their places may 
be taken in three months by 10,000 
fresh men, who wert* recruits on the 
day of tho battle. But for an ironclad 
lost no substitute can be found dur­ 
ing the war. 
The effects of a naval 
battle are increased by the swiftness 
of movement at sea. 
An army goes 
in an enem y’s territory nlwmt 15 
miles a day; a fleet moves any where 
over the sea at 20 times that rato. 
This sw iftness and the decisive na­ 
ture of the battle at sea make it far 
more imperative in naval than in 
land war to have everything ready 
in advance, and, above all, to have 
the first moves thought out. Moltke’s 
“ plans of cam paign” aro merely 
his effort* to think out dourly the 
first moves, so as to be nble to pat 
down his forces in the right groups 
and to start them in the most tell­ 
ing directions. 
These studies were 
as thorough as could be and were 
revised every year. 
When they 
were complete, they served as the 
basis for working out all the neces­ 
sary details, especially of railway 
transport 
If they had not been 
completed beforehand, but delayed 
until war was at hand, Prussia could 
not have had the advantages at the 
opening of the campaign which she 
had in 1866 and in 1870. 
If a modern navy should be caught 
by the outbreak cif wur without its 
first moves planned and every detail 
of preparation, grouping of forces, 
and starting to seek tho enemy per­ 
fectly arranged, it would in the first 
battle be at a disadvantage that can­ 
not be overestimated. 
Its parts 
would be liable to encounter sepa­ 
rately the whole of the enem y’s 
force. 
The loss of the first battle 
between considerable 
forces will 
have a terrible effect upon the na­ 
tion which is defeated, and a heavy 
loss in a first defeat may carry with 
it an unfavorable decision of the 
whole conflict.—London Saturday 
Review. 


Trem endous Fore® Zn a Steam H eller. 
A writer in a popular journal, in 
the course of an article showing the 
great amount of force developed by 
the steam generated in a boiler, 
says: What a tremendous force is 
struggling to tear a boiler to atom s! 
Take, 
for example, a horizontal 
tubular boiler of ordinary propor­ 
tions, 60 inches in diameter by 10 
feet long, containing 83 1-inch tubes. 
Such a boiler has a surface of 40,716 
square inches. 
Suppose this boiler 
is operated with a working pressure 
of IOO pounds per square inch, which 
is not at all uncommon. The boiler, 
therefore, sustains a total pressure 
of 4,07L,600 pounds, or more than 
2,035 tons ! Do we realize what this 
means? The boiler has resting upon 
it the equivalent of a column of 
granite IO feet square and 2S4.5 feet 
high, or, to put It another way, 
the boiler is holding up the equiva­ 
lent weight of 22,620 persons, each 
w eighing 180 pounds. 
Tile best au­ 
thorities agree that the ordinary 
draft horse, working eight hours a 
day, exerts an average force during 
that tim e of 120 pounds. 
Now, this 
force a 
' t o disrupt the boiler 
longitmLi ..Uy is 226,200 pounds, so 
that to produce an equivalent stress 
it would be necessary to hitch up to 
each end of the boiler a team of 1,885 
horses.
